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1. The Appeal Brief filed February 6, 2001 (Paper No. 20) in response to the 
Office Action of June 29, 2000 (Paper No. 17) is acknowledged and has been 
entered. 

2. The Appeal Brief filed on February 6, 2001 (Paper No. 20) is defective 
because the Brief "does not comply with the requirements of 37 CAR 1.192 because: 

(1) Although the Summary of the Invention does include reference to page 
and line numbers drawn to antibody production and the inclusion of feed in a dry 
powder or fed in encapsulated form, review of the cited pages and line numbers did 
not reveal any mention of feeding as a dry powder or feeding in encapsulated form 

in a liposome. Further, the Summary does not provide page and line numbers drawn , 
to the method of orally administering the antibody such that it binds pancreatic 
lipase, does not include reference to a non-ruminant animal as claimed, does not 
include reference to tablet administration or methods of freeze drying or spray 
drying as claimed. See MPEP 1206, Section 5. 

(2) In the Issues section, although the section provides the statutory basis for 
the rejections, the section does not identify the references used in each rejection. - 
See MPEP 1206, Section 6. 

To avoid dismissal of the appeal, appellant must submit an appeal brief in 
compliance with the requirements of these sections within the longest of any of the 
following TIME PERIODS: (1) ONE MONTH or TfflRTY DAYS, whichever is 
longer, from the mailing of this communication; (2) within the time period for reply 
to the action from which appeal has been taken; or, (3) within two months from the
